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CUNNING CREEPERS 


Some Dangers to be Avoided—God is Merciful, But Not 
to be Triffled With. 


During the days of the 
apostles it is said that “cer- 
tain men crept in unawares” 
and caused some _ distur- 
bance, and went so far as 
todeny the Lord Jesus. 
These same men despised 
government and persisted in 
having their own way. Jude 
describes them as occupy- 
ing a very unsafe position 
and compares them with 
“brute beasts,” “1aging waves 
of the sea,” ‘wandering 
stars,’’ ete. 

There may be some in 
these days that compare 
well to those mentioned by 
Jude. ' They creep around 
in a cunning way and seem 
to be very religious and good 
in every way. Can scarcely 
tell them from the very best 
people. They manage to 
get the confidence of good 
people and act in a way to 
get a good collection and are 
soon gone to some other 
place to work the same sub- 
tle trick on the next band of 
saints they find. 

There is another class of 
creepers that Paul describes 
as having a form of godliness, 
but deny the power. Of this 
sort he says they “creep into 
houses, and lead captive sil- 
lywomen.” They will not 
stand in the presence of 
strong minded men, but seek 
to take advantage of the 
weaker classes and get them 
to follow their pernicious 
ways.” Their words and 
ways seem to be very pleas- 
ant and winning, and they 
gain favor and friendship. 

A creeper can get into 
places that a bold, upright, 
straightforward person can- 
not. A little creeper can get 
into your house and do much 
damage before you are aware 
of it, while a dog, or tiger or 
lion would be barred out. 
Instance the moths and 
roaches and mice that con- 
stantly infest the homes more 
or less and cause much trou- 
ble at times. It was the 
‘fittle foxes” that Solomon 
said wold “spoil the vines.” 

There are some cunning 
creepers that are constantly 
harrassing our ranks, and 
causing more trouble than 
some open oppositions. Per- 
secutions, and oppositions 
from certain sources, have 
proved a blessing, and an 





incentive to the spread of the 
gospel. But these cunning 
creepers are a constant curse 
wherever they wend their 
way. 


Peter names them “cursed 
children,” “beguiling unsta- 
ble souls,” and declares they 
are people who have “gone 
astray.” This means that 
they have once had a good 
experience, but now they 
have fallen into a side line of 
some kind and have failed 
to keep a pace with the main 
body of believers. 


These little creepers that 
are sapping away the spirit- 
tual life of many might be 
justly named, pride, worldli- 
ness, and compromise. It is 
pride that refuses to obey 
the commands and teachings 
of the Lord and His church 
and is the cause of both the 
other creepers. This little 
subtle foe creeps into the 
heart and begins to gnaw his 
way into the vitals and poison 
the system of spirituality. 
Suddenly a streak of worldli- 
ness begins to assert itself, 
and the next thing that fol- 
lows is that the once loyal, 
spiritual soul, is swept into 
the pleasant flowery field of 
compromise to avoid re- 
proach and persecution. 


In the world as we are, 
and with the influences 
around us as they exist, there 
is only one way to overcome 
such subtile creepers and 
cast them away from us, and 
that is by being constantly on 
the offensive and firing line. 
A lull in the battle on our 
part gives opportunity for the 
creepers to creep in. “Give 
no place to the devil,” ‘“Re- 
sist the devil,” are instruc- 
tions given by those who 
have been over the road be- 
fore us. 


On the other hand, and 
probably a greater force in 
making us able to avoid 
the dangers, is our efforts to 
constantly “exercise ourselves 
unto godliness,” so that there 
will be no time for the creep- 
ers to creep in, because eve- 
ry moment of our time is 
taken for the Lord, and we 
ate strained to the utmost 
capacity to push the work of 
the Lord along. You keep 
the barrel full of water and 
the staves will hold their po-

There is a world of meaning | 
in the expression of Pharaoh | 
when he commanded _his| 
task masters to heap more) 
labor upon the children of 
Israel.

Much is said in the Bible 
of vanity and the ways that 
are false and misleading, 
and that which is delusive is 
often constrasted with the 
true that the pligrams of earth 
may detect that which is 
vain and useless and know 
to accept the good and right 
way. 

False prophets and teach- 
ers with their doctrines and 
the results that follow them 
are described over and over 
that we may be warned of 
the danger of being taken in 
their net. 

But notwithstanding God 
has carefully warned and ad- 
monished and instructed men 
in the ways of truth, Ife, 
there is more false religion in 
the world today than there 
is true. Notice some of the 
works of a vain religion. 

1. No power to cease from 
sin and sinning. We may 
do many things gladly, but 
here is a point that strikes at 
the heart of the matter, “he 
that committeh sin is of the 
devil.” You may have. pro- 
fessed and professed, and 
been baptized and many oth- 
er things, but if you break 
over and commit sins in 
thought or words or deeds 
youare“noneofHis.” Youmay 
look all right in your general 
life, but if you have no 
power to resist the tempta- 
tion to misrepresent your fel- 
lowman by the use of the 
tongue, or to become impa- 
tient under trials or the ordi- 
nary testings of the day, 
your religion is vain. 

2. A Fruitless life. No 
power to work and be a help 
to others, a valueless life. 
How many are just “bench 
warmers.” They may make 
a loud profession aad declare 
that God has done great 
things for them, but they nev- 
er do anything for any body 
else. Self-denial, true sacri- 
fice is a stranger to them. They 
put their religion on “dress 
parade,” but never enter a 
real fight for God and souls. 
A fruitless, worthless religion 
cannot possibly give any- 
thing but misery and. discon- 
tentment to its possessor, 
hence it is vain. So be sure 
you shun this kind of religion 
if you are professed follower 
of Jesus Christ. 

3. A vain religion cannot 
give satisfaction to its posses- 
sor. If your religion is emp- 
ty, worthless, unfruittul, 
then your soul will have no 
true joy and will be lean, dry, 


and fullof unrest. True re- 
ligion gives rest from sin, 
doubts, fears, unbelief, bur- 
dens and cares, and.a con- 
stant fountain of joy. ‘The 
fear of the Lord tendeth to 
lite and he that hath it shall 
abide satisfied.” It is true 
there are many trials and 
temptations, but through 
Christ we are “more than 
conquerors” and overcome 
all and “rejoice evermore.” 

4. Alife made up of fool- 
ish, silly and unwise conduct 
is possessed of a vain or 
empty religion, for this is the 
contrary to the soul filled 
with the Spirit of God and 
led in the sober way of wis- 
dom, righteousness, purity, 
knowledge and power. 

That “pure and undefiled 
religion,” were life is kept 
“unspotted from the world,” 
can only be possed and en- 
joyed in separation from all 
sin and false doctrines, and 
continuing in touch with Jesus 
Christ who is our life. We 
live in touch with Him by 
obedience and faith. This is 
the only safe place from all 
the evils and dangers of life’s 
journey. May this be our 
place of refuge until He 
comes to establish the king- 
dom.
